at Victory Memorial <;§ 

Victory Memorial Hospital in Waukegan has purchased 

1 an echocardiography machine used for diagnosis of heart 
'" problems. • 

Dr. James Wicks, a cardiologist, said: 
"This is a tremendous advance and certain 'heart 
diseases are being more widely discussed because of this 
technology being available. I would call it a revolution in 
cardiology/Within five years we will. see two-dimensional, 
echocardiograms more widely used than at present; this |§ 
will allow us to almost "see" inside the heart without an 
invasive approach." . 

Dr. Wicks explained that .._the~ principle of the 
echocardiogram is the same as sonar tracking a 
submarine. A thousand beams per second are transmitted 
through a small, hand-held device. The sound beams 

^penetrate^hij^hesttissue-andheart and thertbou n ce back , 
The return pulses are picked up. by the machine and 

. tracings are produced on a long sheet of paper. The sound 
waves are not felt by the patient during the exam and there 
is no radiation exposure such as with x^ray.

Infections almost always produce fever. Since fever is an 
indication of illness, you should consult your doctor if the 
fever persists more than two days, is unusually high (more 
than 104 degrees), or if the child appears to be unusually 
sick. . ' sj_ • 

Fever in an infant (less than one. year) should always be 

- reported to a doctor. 

CAREFULLY FOLLOW the directions enclosed with 
your thermometer or consult your pharmacist. 

Be sure the child drinks plenty of fluids. It may be easier 

-to get the child to drink fruit juice or soft drinks than 

Swater. The fluids will prevent dehydration and make the 

child more comfortable. A child with a fever usually does 

not have much of an appetite, but this will improve as he 

feels better. 

THE CHILD should be lightly dressed and lightly, 

covered. If the child is covered with blankets or heavy 

^clothes the fever may go higher because he will be unable 

to lose; heat from the skin. % 

Mild fever (less than 102 degrees) is generally not 

= dangerous and may not require treatment. Aspirin or 

acetaminophen will not cure the cause of fever but may 

- reduce the fever and make the child feel better. 

Children's aspirin is usually. \y* grams (80/m'g). 
Acetominophen is available as a tablet or liquid. The latter 
may be more convenient and easier to use. Aspirin and 
acetominophen are equally effective fever reducers.

By winning your last three games, of course. 
' That's what Antioch's Sequoits did, erasing most of the 
frustrations they suffered earlier in the season. , 

The. Sequoits closed their campaign by scoring a 
thrilling 14-8 victory, over their favorite rivals — Grant's 
Bulldogs — in 1ast,Saturday's "Parents Day" game.
